Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's Remarks/ Arguments filed on 12/15/2008 regarding claims 1, 2, 7, 9-1 1, 14- 
18, 21, 24-25, 27-29, 32-39 have been fully considered. Claims 15-18. 21, 24-25, 33-36 have 
been canceled by applicant. Claims 1, 2, 7, 9-11, 14, 27-29, 32, 37-39 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a port acceleration apparatus for a fibre 
channel arbitrated loop, the fibre channel arbitrated loop coupling a plurality of disks, the 
apparatus including the unique functions of: 

"a first multiplexer configured to route, in accordance with the plurality of states, date 
from the at least one fibre channel input or a current fill words to the at least one device output; 
and 

a second multiplexer configured to route, in accordance with the plurality of states, data 
from the at least one fibre channel input, data from the at least one device input, or data from an 
arbitration generator to the at least one fibre channel output." 

The closet prior art, Black et al. (USP 6,614,796), discloses a fiber channel arbitrated 
loop FCAL switch that is configured to process OPN primitive signals flowing in and comprises 
a port multiplexer for routing data from a first port of a node/disk to a second port of a second 
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disk . However, Black fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the 
present application. This renders the claims allowable.
